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ABSTRACT 

In 1971, the Council for University Women's Progress 
first prepared tables which compared all Ph.D's attained by women to 
those attained by men in the same fields. This document brings this 
data up to date and supplements it with tables on master's and 
bachelor's degrees, as well as first professional degrees. The tables 
show data such as the proportion of bachelor's, master's, and 
doctoral degrees earned by women by major field of study and selected 
subfield; the proportion of first professional degrees earned by 
women; bachelor's, master's and doctorates earned by women by major, 
field and as a percentage of all degrees earned by women for the 
periods 1960-61 and 1971-72. These data have supplied some evidence 
that women's career interests are changing. (JMF) 
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INTRODUCTION 



In 1971, the Council for University Women's Progress, an action group at the University of 
Minnesota, began to search for data to support its claim that the University was making 
insufficient affirmative action efforts. The administration asked for evidence that qualified 
women were indeed available. In attempting to respond, the Council found that nowhere were 
there tables which compared all Ph.D.'s attained by women to those attained by men in the same 
fields. Consequently, the Council prepared such a table, which was reprinted by several national 
publications and was later reproduced in quantity by WEAL. It proved to be one of WEAL's 
most requested documents. 

After four years, however, the time has come to bring the information up to date and to 
supplement it. This report contains similar information to the 1971 report and adds tables on 
master's and bachelor's degrees, as well as first professional degrees. There is much impressionistic 
evidence that women's career interests are changing. It will take several years of studies such as 
this to prove if impressions are correct. As this report is extended over longer periods of time, it 
is hoped that comparing undergraduate fields of study with graduate fields will demonstrate these 
changing interests. 

Since the original table was compiled, the National Center for Educational Statistics and 
the National Center for Educational Research have developed a new Taxonomy of Instructional 
Programs. This taxonomy will be used for the next five years and is followed in this report. 
Translation tables from the old taxonomy to the new were utilized in compiling the new data and 
are fully footnoted. For convenience of comparison, the 1971 table has been reproduced in the 
appendix. In all cases, when a year such as 1969 is cited, it refers to the academic year, such as 
1969-70. 

The reporting of data such as these is made complex not only by changes in the designation 
of disciplines, but by the emergence of new fields and subfields. In addition, there are long lapses 
of time in the collection of data and again in its release. The 1971-72 data, in fact, are considered 
i preliminary (although reliable), even though they are three years old.
